Tilings liave quieted clown prelty much in 


Hie way of politics in Ilie past week. It-is 
tlie lull before tho storm. 
Candiiliiles who 


were arrayed against euch other in Ihe battle 
for nominations will, ero long, devote Iheir 
attention to the opponents who will oudeavor 
to bent them at tho polls in November. 
It is 


the opinion here that ''Jloke" Smith, of 
Bristol, was wise in his gencrnliuri when he 
decided to abandon Itis fight for Kegister oK 
an independent basis. It is regretted that 
William H. Twiuing, of Northampton, docs 
not see the matter in the same light. 
Mr. 


Twiuiug filed his nomination papers with 
some 150 signers on Monday, 
The signers 


are Republicans, Prohibitionists, and, it is 
said, one or two Democrats, ami all were 
obtained in Northampton, Newtown borough 
and township, Wrightstown and Bucking- 


ham. 
There was one signer in I'lutnstead, 


E. Wesley llttldumun, who resides at New- 
town, and one signer in Buckingham, Will- 
iam A. Wortbiugtoti. 
Mr. Twiuiug con- 


sulted some of his Doyleatowu friends who 
wore his warmest backers in tiie nomination 
fight, and they not only advised him not to 
pursue an independent campaign, but told 
him plainly that they would uot vote for 


him. 
Whether the alleged Democrats on the 


paper will vote for Mr. Twiuiug is a query. 
Another matter of interest to Republicans 
in the districts of the signers ia the fact that 
in putting their names to this paper they go 
upon record as members of the Independent 
parly, which may bar them from partici- 
pating in the deliberations of the Republi- 
can party at the February election if the 
poiut is raised. 
The Republicans at the 


county seat have no i'ear of injury to the 
ticket because of Mr. Twiuiug1 s action. The 
Democrats are trying to make capital out of 
the affair, but excites no special interest. 
It 


does uot necessarily follow that Mr. Twin- 
ing will stick to his purpose to continue in the 
field, aud many of his friends are surprised 
that he has gouo this far. He h u d u great 
many loyal supporters ia the convention, 
and they would be glad to assist him to vic- 
tory at some future time. 


The County Commissiouers held their 


monthly meeting oil Monday, transacting 
considerable business. 
Among other things 


the Board let the contract for the punting 
of the election ballots this tall. 
The work 


was awarded to the Republican Printing 
Company on a bid of $297, the only com- 
petitor being the Intelligencer Company, 
which bid <j'b"73. 
The Commissioners also 


adopted tho suggestion of the Grand Jury 
and 
increased the 
reward 
offered 
for 


murderer Adam Weaver from $1000 to $2000. 


Town Council is considering some import- 


ant improvements to the borough water 
works in which the county will be inter- 
ested from the fact that it has been sug- 
gested by Judge Yerkos in remarks to the 
Brand Jury that the county provide its own 
light and water. This may come ultimately, 
but probably not in the near future. Tho 
water supply of (he borough has been short 
this summer, and Council now contemplates 
uot only an increase ia the quantity of 
water but an improvement in quality, . Both 
improvements will cost considerable money, 
especially the increase in supply, which will 
involve the construction of a large storage 
reservoir, or the sinking of an artesian well. 
To improve tlie water it will only be neces- 
sary to cover the basin. The matter is now 
in the hands of competent engineers for in- 
vestigation. 


FALLSINOTON. 


The Falls township school board has been 


vainly attempting to find out whether it is 
necessary to affix revenue stamps to the 
checks issued by them. The question was 
sent to the government authorities at Wash- 
ington, but the printed matter received in 
reply does not bear directly upon the sub- 
ject; the cases cited seemed to favor the con- 
clusion that they are unnecessary. The Di- 
rectors would like to know what the other 
districts are doing. In the absence of defi- 
nite information it was voted to stamp all 
checks. 


In view of the fact that the end ef the 


school term is crowded with examinations 
and other extra work, it was decided, upon 
the request of the teachers, by the school 
board at its meeting last week, to give final 
examinations in history, reading, spelling 
and physiology in February to the aspirants 
for graduation.

FUL INSTITUTION—REV. 0. 
J. RASCAL!, TO 


CONDUCT THE SEBVICES IN THE M. E. CaUBCH 


ON SUNDAY—ABOUT PEOPLE TOP KNOW. 
There will bo a special mooting of the Li- 


brary Association on Friday evening of this 
week, when plans will bo discussed for the 
raising of funds necessary for the opening of 
a free public reading room and library. 
There is nothing lhat succeeds like success. 
Therefore, if the efforts tin 
are being put 


forth by the Committee on Finance is any 
criterion the association will soon be in a 
.position to manifest its labors, and show that 
the opening of such a valuable institution is 
not an iridescent dream. At this closing of 
the nineteenth century efforts are being- 
made to establish free public libraries in 
many Tillages throughout the Union, and 
the first persons to recognize the importance 
of such an institution in a community are 
the broad-minded ones. They are the ones 
who will first offer their support; yea, 
blessed is a community whose population has 
a majority of them. There are a number of 
States that give aid toward the establishment 
ol' village libraries either by loan of books or 
a subscription not exceeding $500. In this 
State a law has been enacted authorizing the 
directors of school districts to levy a special 
tax for library use. Numerous instances 
could be cited where memorial libraries have 
been built and endowed by men of wealth, 
who have recognized the fact that its growth 
and prosperity will be a moral and intel- 
lectual blessing to generations yet unborn, 
and be a more fitting memorial to their lives 
than a cold granite shaft in some neglected 
cemetery. 
But the library founded by the 


people is an ideal library, so let all public- 
spirited citizens be liberal in its support, 
and may they live to see the rich inheritance 
their children shall reap from it in the years 
to come. 


The Wheelmen's Road Association of 


Morrisville have completed a mile of bicycle 
path on the turnpike towards Bristol. The 
path has been made in a very satisfactory 
manner. The bushes have been cleared 
away along the route of the path, which was 
ttrsl plowed and harrowed, and is now re- 
ceiving a top-dressing of cinders.

sylvania Railroad Company has donated 
three car loads of cinders and will give sev- 
eral additional cars as the cinders are want- 
ed.

Comments of Loftdlnc State News- 


papers, Previously Stronarl.v In Op- 
position, Which Indicate Ttiut the 
Time and Manner of liualunlng tlie 
Suits Casts Discredit Upon tho Mo- 
tlvoB of lllH Accusers, Which It Will 
Require Clrar and Strong Evidence 
to Ovoroonie. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


Philadelphia, Oct. 4.—The effect of 


the sensational suits entered against 
Senator Quay, his son, ex-State Treas- 
urer Haywood and Charles H. McKce. 
one of the must distinguished attorneys 
of the state, has been to nobody more 
auiaclng than to the unknown and 
nameless promoters of It. The Infor- 
mation so far Is as fatherless as an 
anonymous letter dropped In a letter 
box by a common scandal monger. 
Every party and factional organization 
•which has been asked has denied con- 
nection with It. Every respectable per- 
son questioned has denied complicity 
In it. Even Dr. Swallow ventures only 
to say In his usual vague way that he 
had reason to believe "certain gentle- 
men" contemplated something of the 
sort. This, and the time selected, the 
eve of an election, after all the evi- 
dence there i»i If there Is any, had been 
In the hands of the assistant district 
attorney for many months; the manner 
of doing It, with every attempt at hu- 
miliation, passing by the ordinary of- 
ficers and putting warrants in the 
liondi of the obnoxious Pinkerton's, 
when any one of the accused would 
have responded to the simplest tele- 
phone message, and In fact did respond 
the minute they saw the announce- 
ment of It In the public prints; the 
theatrical proclamation of it In ad- 
vance, through the columns of the 
newspapers which have been most bit- 
terly assailing the Republican ticket— 
these peculiar features combine to 
snake It seem a case of private ven- 
geance rather than of public justice—a 
persecution, not a prosecution. 


The case seems moie remarkable 


•when it is remembered that it is not 
charged that either the state or any 
stockholder, depositor or creditor of 
the bank was defrauded of a dollar, 
and that the ex-president of the de- 
funct bank, the venerable James Mc- 
Manes, declares that the dealings of 
±he defendants with the bank, so far as 
they had any, were purely commercial, 
conducted In accordance with the cus- 
tomary methods of banking business. 


Whatever the case may hereafter de- 


velop, the time and manner of Its be- 
ginning has cast discredit upon it, and 
. created contempt for Its promoters and 


sympathy lor those whom It assails. 
Most people desire to see justice Im- 
partially enforced,' but they also love 
lair play, and If the present suits are 
founded upon substantial evidence, arid 
Inspired by honest motives, they have 
been extremely unfortunate in the time 
and manner of their institution. 


Their final political effect Is still to be 


determined. The Morey letter made

method of attack IB powerfully shown 
In the following editorial, from the pen 
of Hon. Thomas V. Cooper, In the 
Delaware County American." Cooper 
has beet leading the bolting fight of 
"Jack" Robinson for congress In that 
district, and strongly assailing the leg- 
islative candidates who are declared 
Mends of Senator Quay.

very easy compared with the difficulty 
of building it up. We beg just men to 
look around them and see how many 
try to drag down rather than build. 
Faction-points its finger, and all-within 
the faction ore supposed to hiss. Rev- 
olutions, come, and come through a 
cause. Fools throw the cause away, 
and nine tlines out of ten it is thrown 
away through the madness of revolu- 
tion. Bead of Robespierre, Danton, 
Marat, and the scenes which lifted 
them to power. They won their brief 
Bway by their glib ability in making 
suggestions more radical than any 
that had gone before. They formed the 
fitting climax to unreasonable times, 
the- reaction came and the guillotine 
•which they had constructed reveled 
best In their own blood. 


"The 
American people have 
far 


greater self possession, and Pennsyl- 
panlans have a reputation for jumping 
•t conclusions very slowly. These are 
virtues -which even the Impetuous can- 
not deny;They are gems of virtue now. 


"A casit in point long passed may il- 


lustrate the near future. The writer 
was a mtmbar of the' house at Harris- 
"burg in '1872, when the state had Us 
scandal known ae the Evans steal- 
Evans having appropriated $190,400 of 
state fund* as a commission for the 
collection of the war debts due by the' 
g«netal-govtrnmejit._Su.ch a jomroig- 


slon had been authorized only by a law 
which had been "olerked" through both 
houses, an abuse since unknown. Gen- 
eral Hartranft was the auditor gen- 
el*! who reviewed previous payments, 


nnd, though he had borrowed $5,001) 
from Evans in a business way, still had 
the courage to imprison the criminal. 
He was then a candidate for the guber- 
natorial nomination, and easily as- 
sailed. Evans anil his securities In the 
conspiracy then offered the writer the 
chairmanship of the Independent Re- 
publican state committee, which was to 
be committed to the support of Bucka- 
lew for governor and Greeley for presi- 
dent, and to be backed by a fund of 
180,000 if he would pass resolutions 
through the house based upon the idea 
that Hartranft was a participant in the 
steal. Hasty investigation convinced 
him that it was but a pinch, a political 
charge for political purposes, and In- 
stead of Introducing the Impeachment 
resolution, he went to his seat In the 
house and exposed all the facts In- 
volving all of the ring, and the news- 
papers employed to back It. The ring 
fled, the newspaper syndicate stood Its 
ground and when Hartranft was nomi- 
nated, renewed the charges. And then 
a wave swept over the state demanding 
the withdrawal of Hartranft. A great 
caucus was called at the Continental 
hotel in Philadelphia, a'caucus of great 
men, who demanded withdrawal. J. 
Don Cameron, nut then a senator, but 
a private citizen, walked into that cau- 
cus, defended Hartranft's reputation, 
said he should not withdraw, but that 
his accusers murt. Some of them were 
there. Chester county's county meeting 
was held the same week, and a resolu- 
tion had been prepared demanding the 
withdrawal of Hartranft. This was In 
August, months after the legislative 
exposure, and when it had been forgot- 
ten. The writer attended that meeting, 
recalled the exposure, produced the 
records, and instead of condemnation, 
support was freely given. Then came 
the reaction, and because of It Bucka- 
lew and Greely fell, and Hartranft and 
Grant 
triumphed. That 
experience 


makes us cautious as to political ar- 
rests where political conspiracies are 
behind them. It makes us do more than 
suspend judgment. It makes us hope 
for such a clearing of the air as will 
give full opportunity to the accu^d. 
and If Innocent, the chance to renew 
reputations assailed. 


"We are not now In touch with Senator 


Quay. We are In opposition to his 
methods In this district—in open oppo- 
sition. We are .trying to smash the 
two rings In Chester and Delaware 
which apply thosie methods and supply 
others of their own a thousand fold 
worse. 
That is our battle, still con- 


tinued, but In continuing It we are not 
ready to affirm belief in the guilt of one 
who is vaguely accused of speculating 
with state and bank funds, neither 
state nor bank losing anything by any 
of the alleged transactions. The ac- 
cusers do not come ojut and show their 
presence and their faith In their own 
accusations. 
They hide behind of- 


ficers of the law, when they should be 
known to all men. 


Quay's methods are one thing; the 


man is another. We have known him 
long and well; we have often quar- 
reled with his politics; we are now in 
quarrel with his politics, but we know 
his personality so well that it will take 
the plainest possible evidence to con- 
vince us that he would wrong either 
the state or any person within or with- 
out ot It a single dollar. 
In other 


words, we have known him to be hon- 
est as the world goes, and naver saw 
occasion to doubt his personal Integ- 
rity. 


"We cannot be wrong In our experi- 


ence, for that is part of-our history; 
we may be wrong In present estimates, 
but we prefer to wait once again upon 
experience before we join in the per- 
sonal condemnation of one whom we 
never knew as a fool, nor 'yet as a 
rogue. Quay's enemies have repeated 
the Delaney mistake when Swallow 
was arrested, and If these prosecutions 
"of Senator Quay ancl his son and ex- 
state treasurer and others are actuated 
by political motives and times to suit 
political ends, their effect will be Just 
the reverse of that planned, as !n the 
case of Hartranft more than a quarter 
of a century ago. 


Not a foreign born citizen but knows 


the bane of political arrests; not an 
American who reads but deplores the 
practice, unless the motive Is high and 
wholly for the public good. Then they 
are Justified, but only then, and all 
too sadly the Justification must wait 
•while grave quentlons are pending and 
turning upon things which in the end 
may be shown to be mere conspiracies. 
Into this vortex we are plunged by po- 
litical arrests." 


Another sample of this Immediate 


effect upon falrmlnded people is the 
following editorial in the Chester Re- 
publican, 
a paper which has con- 


sistently and strongly opposed the 
Quay leaders In that county. It says: 


"If Senator Quay is guilty of an In- 


fraction of the criminal code, the fact 
that he has attained high position in 
national affairs In Itself increases the 
gravity of the offense, for which, II 
conviction follows, ought to bring upon 
him the severest penalty which the law 
imposes in such cases. Of the facts and 
circumstances on which the charge Is 
based we have no Information other 
than that which appeared In the Phila- 
delphia eyening papers yesterday, bu* 
as Senator Quay is amenable to a pros- 
ecution for an alleged criminal act, as 
Is the humblest person in this com- 
monwealth, so equally with his fellows 
to him applies the charitable precept ol 
law, which proclaims that all men are 
deemed Innocent until their guilt .has 
been legally established. 


"The time, however, in which the 


prosecution is Instituted is ill advised. 
On the very eve of an important elec- 
tion, in which Senator Quay .has been 
selected as a shining mark at which 
the shafts of his enemies are aimed 
will necessarily lend to the case an ele- 
ment that may defeat the very pur- 
poses for which the prosecution was 
instituted. His prominence in the state 
and'in the Republican party, and the 
efforts which arc being made In almosi 
every county in the commonwealth to 
strip him of power and influence, wil 
breed a suspicion In the public mine 
that the machinery of the criminal law 
has been put In motion not so much to 
secure the end of justice as It is to 
•crush him individually, that others 
may fall heir to the place he now holds 
asA &ora whjch jhia jaroseoutlon may 


eject him. The American people Tove 
fair play,' ami their sympathies go out 
to the man or men who are-forced Into 
a position which may appear as that 
of martyrdom. The prosecution cannot 
but. intensify the political struggle In 
this commonwealth, and if public opin- 
ion crystallizes into the general belief 
that Senator Quay has been selected 
as a victim, to be slaughtered for po- 


litical reasons alone, the effe'cts of the 
proceedings are likely to add to his 
strength. 
If the underlying design of 


the prosecution is for political reasons 
it will miscarry in its intentions, for 
hat has ever been the conclusion of 
such attempts In the history of this na- 
,ion. If the object of the prosecution 
s to honestly punish those who have 
combined together for criminal pur- 
poses the fact that there will be given 
o it a political significance may arouse 
a public sentiment that is likely to cul- 
minate in defeating the ends of jus- 
tice. 


"The criminal proaeedlng which has 


been taken against Senator Quay could 
lave been .delayed for five weeks with- 
out endangering: the case of the com- 
monwealth. But, as before stated, in 
forcing it into prominence on the very 
eve of an election, in which Senator 
Juay has so much at stake, the chances 
ire that the public will regard it as 
purely a political dodge, and the sym- 
pathy It will arouse In his behalf will 
only strengthen Senator Quay before 
the people. It was an ill timed act, 
from every point of view."
